GUATEMALA CITY, - April 15.—Presi- 
dent Estrada Cabrera capitulated-to the 
revolutionary forces of Carlos Herrera 
last night after the latter had enveloped 
his stronghold of La Palme. The Pres- 
ident agreed to surrender himself to- 
day, the révolutionists guaranteeing Jhis 
personal safety and also the retention of 
all thé property legally obtained . by 
hum, 

The’ capitulation of Cagis, followed 
intermittent fighting, which started on 
April 9, when Cabrera, well equipped 
and with numerous’ supporters;. was 
holding ‘the forts of San José and Mat- 
amorés, with an intrenched position at 
La Palma, south by east, of the capital. 
The revolutionists; lacking arms, seized 
small quantities in various parts’ of 
Guatemala City. The greater part of 
the. country rallied to the support of 
Herrera’ arid ; ‘arms and men. arrived 
every day. in the capital. 

~All attempts by the Cabrera ‘forces 
to’ invade Guatemala City were beaten 
off, lively street fighting occurring in 
the southern and eastern suburbs of the 
city, The Herrera forces surrounded 
Fort San José and compelled {ts ¢apitu- 
lation on April 12, the - revolutionists 
driving a .wedge . between --Matdamores 
and La Palma and ereaually ‘surround- 
ing the latter place. 

The loss of life among the combat- 
ants in the fighting was not heavy, 
considering: the amount.-of «ammunition 
used; ‘but were many casualties 
dmong the civilians during the bom- 
bardment of the capital by the Cabrera 
‘forges ‘and inthe street fighting. Red 
Cross stations were installed in the 
American”Club and in other buildings 
and an efficient Lospital. service was 
maintained... . :

WILL DEFY RYAN 





Stock Exchange Houses ° Will 
Refuse to-Deliver Tomorrow 
in Response to His Call. 





PRICE MAY GO. STILL HIGHER 





Protective Committee, Acting 
on Advice of Counsel, Says 
Contracts Are Iflegal. 





Stock, Exchange houses ‘will refuse to 
make delivery of Stutz Motor Car Com- 
pany. stock tomorrow in response’ to 
Allan 4.

Charles A ~ Morse, Chairman of the 
protective committee representing the 
shorts, sent out the tethers statement 
yesterday: 

.“ The official statement of the New 
York Stock Exchange shows not only 
that.a corner exists ‘in Stutz stock but 
that Mr. Ryan. expressly admitted the 
existence of such a.corner to the New 
York Stock Exchange. - We are advised 
by. counsel that corners are combina- 
tions ‘contrary .to public: policy; that 
théy are illegal, and that all. contracts 
and undertakings in support thereof-are 
void.” - 

This brings the fight between the New 
York Stock Exchange and Mr. Ryan 
over the.corner in- Stutz stock a step 
nearer the courts, according to opinion 
in the financial district yesterday. So 
far as’can be learned all efforts look- 
ing to a settlement between the shorts 
and Mr.-Ryan have failed of their pur- 
pose, and the breach is said now to 
be wider than ever. ‘The call for the 
return of borrowed atock will go out 
tomorrow and Stock Exchange houses 
failing to make delivery will be bought 
in, accor to the announcement by 
Mr. Ryan, This will be the application 
of -pressure against the shorts in: Stutz 
stock ‘which sag been ‘threatened ‘several 
times.

BOSTON, April ile-Rtemey General | 
J. Weston Allen ruled* today that women | 
in Massachusetts cannot yote even after 
the suffrage amendmient is ratified by 
the thirty-sixth State, until the State 
Constitution is amended or an act Is 
passed by Congress definitely conferring - 
the right of suffrage on women. 

If Bay State women must wait until 
Constitution is amended it 
probably will be at least two years, for 
under the Constitution it takes: that long 
for an. amendment to become operative. 
An amendment must be passed by two 
successive Legislatures and then be suo- 
mitted to the people for ratification. 

The opinion of the Attorney, General 
is in the form of a letter to Albert M. 
Langtry, Secretary of the Common- 
wealth. In it. Mr. Allen says: 

“The right to vote isnot inherent in 
any person. Indeed, a person may be a

Thomas F. Hughes Accused of 
Trying to Get Revenue Man 
to Steal Evidence.

charge’ of attempting to bribe an In- 
ternal Revenue Agent to steal from the 
office of United ‘States Attorney Francis 
G. Caffey evidence in liquor cases sched- 
uled for trial next week. 

Hughes’ was ‘arrested in front of a 
‘café in William Street After he handed 
|a $1,000 bill, it was alleged, to Harold 
B: Dobbs, an Internal Revenue agent. 

Dobbs had arranged to meet Hughes in 
the café. When. the detective arrived 
Dobbs appeared to.‘be intoxicated. He 
Hntrodueed. Hughes to one man ac- 
companying him, - saying: “ The’s. aw> 
right—friend o* mite. *Sare- ot 
mé&’’ 

The detective, Ht Was Said, then “puliéa 
out a wallet containing .a roll -6f bills. 
There “were two $1;000- bills, sdme $100. 
bills and some of smaller denomination. 

Removi one of the $1,000 bills from 
the roll, Hughes Is said to havé handed 
it to Dobbs, saying: “* Now, if you get 
those papers, there’s more wae that 
‘comes from.”' 

Dobbs. seized the bill and his mask of 
pretended drunkenness vanished. © His 
companton, a Department of Justice 
operative, seized Hughes, and three other 
operatives, acting under Frank Burke 
of thé Bureau of Investigation, Jumped 
into the café. ‘They had been posted 
outside and are. reported as having wit- 
nessed the passing of the bill by Hughes 
to Dobbs. m ait 

Promised More, Dobbs Says. 

The complaint of ‘bribery -against 
Hughes was made by Dobbs. He said 
Hughes had promised to give him $5,000 
more if he would purloin evidence 
against defendents in liquor cases, now, 
in the possession of the U. S. District 
Attorney. He 

The Federal officials made the utmost 
attempts at setrecy in‘the case. Hughes 
was spirited to the office of Colonel 
Caffey by way of a back door in the 
Federal building and no intimation was 
given that the arrest had taken. place. 

It is believed other arrests are ex- 
pected in the case, but. when he was 
questioned concerning future develop- 
ments Assistant United States Attorney 
Ben Matthews declined to commit him- 
It was learned that’ Mr. Mat- 
thews’s assistant, R. A. Peattie, was in 
charge of the case-and that Mr. Mat- 
thews knew of the preliminary. arrange- 
ments to trap Hughes. : 

It was also reported that Hughés, act- 
ing. as.agent for a HQuor company, sold 
liquor to saloons ard cafés, promising 
to protect: them from revenue agents. 
Hughes declared he was innocent of the 
charge against him. aj 

‘An element of mystery surrounded tiie 
case last night. Early in the evening it 
was reported that Hughes had been re- 
leased in $10,000. bail fixed by United 
States Commissioner. Samuel M. Hitch- 
cock. At 9 o'clock Commissioner Hitch- 
cock declared he had not fixed bail and 
that he had not’ had “ any such com- 

plaint ’’ before him. 

Ball Arrangements Made. 

It was then repotted that Hughes 
was locked up at Police Headquarters, 
‘put Lieutenant Francis. McCarrick, in 
charge,’ said he knew nothing about the 
case. it finally appeared that late 
‘last night negotiations. were being 
‘made for bail’ with’ Commissioner 
Hitchcock. 

‘ Hughes, who is 47 years old and lives 
at 464 West 153d) Street; was arrested

George were brought in the verdict of 
the jury in the inquest into the death of 
Mayor MacCurtain of this city, assassi- 
pated last month, which was rendered: 
today. It was greeted with applause. 
The verdict also charges Viscount 
French, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; Ian 
Macpherson, former Chief Secretary, and 
several Police Inspectors with murder, 
The text of the verdict reads: 
“We find that the late Alderman 
Thomas MacCurtain, Lord Mayor of 
Cork, died from shock and hemorrhage

High Wages Asked by Profes- 
. sional Sailormen to Have Bad 
Effect on Sport. Locaily. 








Yachting ehthusiasts who take as: ac- 


‘| tive an ‘Interest in the history of the 


sport, its past and prospects, as they 
do in the actual indulgence in the sport 
are sure that 1920 is to be a most un- 
usual year afloat. Thef give many 
logical reasons for this belief. 

Primarily, the labor situation is ex- 
pected to have a most decided effect 
Kupon the sport this Summer. Profes- 
sional sailormen have established .a scale 
of wages which makes the always ex- 
pensive sport more than doubly so, and, 
as a result, a considerable percentage 
of the larger sailing craft, as wéll as a 
great. majority of the: big- steam. yachts 
usually in commission, 1 not be in use 
this year. 

As a majority of the active yachtsmen 
in local. waters are men of substantial 
business interests, and as these interests 
are going to call for closer, attention 
this — than ordinarily, owing ‘to the 
exist unrest in industrial and kindred 
lines, it will be impossible for most of 
these enthusiasts to devote much time 
to ‘the sport they are so fond of. Many 
will participate only in the Saturday 

ernoon. racing. 

The effect will.be to restrict the sport 
chiefly to the racing of smaller craft 
this-year, although the America’s Cup 
-events and the trial races which _pre- 
cede the class® of. the seas will furnish 
plenty of activity in a restricted field. 


New Small Class May Result. 

It is believed that these existing con- 
ditions which are ta be responsible for 
the small number of large sailing craft

THE STRIKE BALANCE SHEET. 

There can be no authentic statement 
of the moral and economic profits and 
losses of the strikers and the public in 
the present unusual strike epidemic, and 
more’s the pity. Some things might be 
settled once for all if unions, lawmakers, 
courts and all concerned could be con- 
fronted with the necessity of showing the 


soundness and utility of their policies,. 


or going into bankruptcy, like insolvents 
among partnerships and corporations. 
It is practicable, however, to put to- 
‘gether the profits and losses of individ- 
ual strikes and to ask whether they pay. 
Governor ALLEN says that, in’ thirty- 
three months there was an average of 
eleven strikes a month in Kansas. The 
miners lost wages of $1,800,000 and ex- 
pended $157,000 in union dues and fines.

THE VIRGIN ISLANDS. 


The Virgin Islands cost the United 
States $25,000,000, and unless they can 
be made to produce surpluses—deficits 
were the fule in later days under the 
Danish administration—a bad bargain 
was made in 1917 when the transfer to 
the United §tates occurted. It is well 
known:.that the Danes congratulated 
themselves upon their good luck in part- 
ing with.the iglands for a sum that left 
them no com t upon the score of the 
high _ cost ‘of living. When Captain 
James H. Ouiver, U. 8. N., took over the 
islands and became their Governor he 
‘was hot optimistic about their future, al- 
though, like all naval officers, he thought 
that their strategic value might someday 
be worth the millions given for them. 
In his report in September, 1917, he 
‘estimated that it would cost the Govern- 
ment $300,000 a year to keep up St. 
‘Thomas, St. John, and St. Croix, the 
principal. islands of the miniature ar- 
chipelago. The deficit of the Danish ad- 
ministration was actually $115,000, al- 
though a colonial léttery, very popular 
among the negro. inhabitants (97 per 
cent.), virtually wiped it out. Under 
American rule there are no lotteries and 
of late there has been no revenue from 
wine, beer and spirits, for the Virgin 
Islands have been bone dry. In 1917 
they produced only a little of the food 











life. There was no school system to 

of. There was not enough water 
a for protection against fire. 
need of repair. About the only instita- 
tion that Captain Oniver could praise 
was a cheap legal system, for the people 
were too poor to indulge in litigation.

Half a Million Miles by 403 Ma- 
chines for Business and Pleasure. 


“In contrast to the statement made by 
Major Gen. W. L. Kenly, former Direc- 
tor of Military Aeronautics, that _mili-

The great minds at Berlin must 
have permitted themselves a moment 
of gay relaxation when they thought 


.|how easy this was to be. There 


were perhaps chuckles in the Wil- 
helmstrasse and “much smoking of 
the pipe of self-complacency. In 
1914 von. Bissing makes the first 
move. He does not wait a moment. 
The Cardinal. Archbishop of Malines,. 
his suffragan bishops and the 
priests have been paid servants of 
the Belgian Government,  Wilhelm- 
strasse argues: There is, of course, 
religious liberty in Belgium, but the 
connection of the Catholic: Church 
with the State is so close that if the 
State should withdraw the. stipends: 
of the priests, small as they are, 
there would be much dissatisfaction 


among them and great loss, for, ac-}. 


cording, to St. Paul, those who serve 
the altar must live by the altar. The 
grinding poverty and the inability of 
the priests to follow their custom of 
assisting the poor Belgian patriot 
brought about many personal sacri- 
fices. Rather than accept these sacri- 
fices, it was presumed in Berlin the 
Beigian priests would be willing to 
stifle their patriotism, remain silent, 
except when they uttered the kind of 
prayer which would be pleasant to 
the German Governmént, and re- 
luctantly submit to the will of the 
conquerors, 

Von Bissing, apparently, knows 
what he is about. As Governor Gen- 
eral, he proposes to pay the salaries 
of all ecclesiastics. from the State 
revenues of Belgium. He cannot do 
otherwise if he wants to preserve an 
attitude of benevolence and regard 
for Christianity and The Hague.Con- 
vention! As deeply as the Kaiser 
hated Rome, he felt that he dared 
not refuse to grant to the priests in 
Belgium the payment of» stipends 
which Rome. considers. is. part of 
their due; besides, it might haye a 
bad effect among the Catholics in 
Germany, who had, during the war, 
to be reckoned with; and the Cen- 
trist Party, imperial as it had be- 
come, might be induced to balk at 
this. Von Bissing, therefore, gra- 
ciously. agrees to pay the priests as 
officials of the State;.but the State 
has become German, and he declares 
that before they receive their sti- 
pends they must sign a formal pledge 
** not to undertake anything against 
the German administration’ in the 
occupied Belgian territories and to 
avoid anything that could in any 
‘way prejudice its interests:”’ 

From the point of view of the Wil- 
helmstrasse, the matter is. settled. 
The Belgian priests are to be reduced 


to paid acolytes of the All Highest, | 


the Kaiser; but Cardinal Mercier has 
not beén reckoned with. 

Under date of Jan. 27, 1915, the 
Cardinal makes this Statement of 
factg which he believes hav escayed 
his Excellency’s atterition—his Ex- 
ceHency being Baron von Bissing. 
He announces that Belgian ministers 
of worship &re-not State function- 
aries; they receive no pay from the 
State for their services; their sal- 
aries are paid them.as an indemnity 
in compensation for confiscated ec¢- 
clesiastical .préperty, and he adds: 
‘The members, therefore, of the 
clergy neither take an. oath nor give 


even a pledge to the Belgian Gov-} 


ernment, but are merely subject, like 
ordinary -citizens, to the general 
laws of the country."’

-He will not wait 
even an hour for the response; he 
insists that his delegate, von Strem- 
pel, shall hang around the Cardinal's 
house until he gets an answer to 
them.

Von Bissing and the German Gov- 
ernment were infuriated by the pas- 
toral letter, entitled ‘* Pafriotiem and 
Endurance,” issued on Jan. 4; 1915, 
in which he had said:

© our submission; for 
us, he alone represents authority. 

Imagine the effect of this auda- 
cious statement, issued in a con- 
quered country, in the faces of the 
very men who had destroyed Lou- 
vain, and who held the power of 
death or iniprisonment over every 
Belgian. If they could convict Car- 
dinal Mercier of treason, something 
might be done to suppress him. 
They could not appeal to the Pope 
against him, for Cardinal’ Mercier 
knew exactly what his rights were, 
and he knew that the Sacred Pontiff 
would not dream of infringing on 
the duty of a citizen, priest or lay- 
man, to struggle for the liberties. of 
his country. 

The pastoral ‘‘ Patriotism and En- 
durance ’’ is one of the most.splen- 
did apologies for national freedom 
expressed in modern. times; it 
thrilled the world; and even the Imh- 
perial Government was made rest- 
less by its echoes in Germany. But 
when von Bissing alludes to his 
“‘ traffick. with ‘the King of Eng- 
land’ he thinks he has the 
Cardinal in a trap; the lucid and 
firm reply ofthe Cardinal is found 
on Page 52; it struck the threaten- 
ing sword out of the hands of- the 
blundering and arrogant Governor 
General.

ANY people have an idea 
ythat they can clearly and 
convincingly ~ demonstrate 

er their own possession of 
great intelectual superiority by 
belittling present-day fiction and 
present-day writers. ‘Yet the plain 
truth is that the amount of 
worth-while fiction being produced 
at this time is very little less than 
amazing, and while much of it is, of 
= course, the work of well-established 
writers, the fact that 1920 has al- 
ready seen the publication of more 
than one first novel of unusual-merit 
is something to rejoice the hearts of 
all real. book lovers. 

Among these first novels, highest 
rank must be‘accorded to A: P. Her- 
bert’s remarkable war story, .‘‘ The 
Secret Battle.” Vivid, convincing, 
written in a style at orice strong and 
flexible and revealing an unusual 
gift’ for character portrayal, , the 
novel brings forward a phase of the 
«war which the majority of writers 
have avoided—the slow crumbling 
away of a brave man’s nerve under 
the long strain. And this it does, 
mot sensationally, not ~melodramat- 
ically, but’ very simply, very ap- 
Ppealingly and with an effect of real- 
ity which is altogether admirable.

Although there is so much talk 
about the objections made to war 
novels, many of the important books 
of the Spring have one aspect or 
another of the war as their theme. 
Gilbert Frankau’s ‘‘ Peter, Jameson "’ 
deals with the reactions of everyday 
people suddenly thrust into war, and 
does it admirably, revealing the 
hearts and minds of the inarticulate 
with skill and understanding. ‘‘ Robin 
Linnet,’” Mr. A. E.. Benson’s new 
novel, is yet another war story, a 
tale which depicts the effect of the 
war on a brilliant; spoiled and very 
popular woman of the world, who at 
first resented and tried to avoid it, 
but presently learned to meet it and 
all that.came of_it bravely and with- 
out flinching, finding within herself 
a true and unexpected capacity for 
sacrifice and heroism. And then, of 
course, there is Mr. W. J. Locke’s 
** House of Baltgzar,’’ which opens in 
a convalescent home for officers. -It 
is a tale rather’ weak and more than 
a trifle stereotyped in plot, but con- 
taining in Baltazar hiniself one of 
those bizarre, extravagant, enter- 
taining and-lovable characters Mr. 
Locke draws so well and his readers 
so delight to know, Very different 
is Mrs. Humphry Ward's post- 
humously published ‘‘ Harvest,’’ 
which tells of. the Land Army, the 
women who sowed and reaped the 
great harvest which did a very great 
deal to help win the war. 

But there are plenty of books for 
thése who do not care to read about 
the late conflict, and one may, if one 
chooses, retreat from it far back into 
the distant past, and there meet 
with Maurice Hewlett’s ‘* The Out- 
law,’’ the hero of one of this au- 
thor’s fascinating adaptations of old 
Norse sagas. Simple, stark and im- 
pressive, it is an interesting picture 
of an early civilization and its 
straightforward people. Or else one 
may go to a quiet, remote little 
college town, and there witness the 
influence of Elsie Singmaster’s 
‘* Basil Everman,’’: twenty years 
dead when the book opens upon the 
lives of a little group of people, to 
several of whom he was only a 
name. Told..with care and dignity, 
this novel has the quality we cdll 
distinction. Or one may journey 
from place to place with Mrs. Daw- 
son-Scott’s ‘‘ The Rolling Stone,"’ 
whose author, an Englishwoman, is 
only now being introduced to an 
American audience. And then there 
is Eden ‘Phillpotts's new- story, 
** Miser’s Money,’’ which needs no 
comment beyond the author’s name 
and announcement of the welcome 
fact that in it he.returns to Dart- 
moor.- Lucas. Malet presents a 
psychical study in her latest tale, 
“The Tall Villa,’’ together with at 
least one exquisitely drawn charac- 
Ser, while the Baroness von Hutten 
has a novel which is a marked im- 
Brovement on anything she has yet 
written, ‘‘ Happy Houge.’’ The more 
than middle-aged heroine of this

Some of its 
tricks and manners are often dis- 
sented to by the more venerable play- 
goers as playing havoc with the ap- 
pearance of the players, aging them 
wickedly, as they certainly did in ‘‘The 
Cat-Bird’’ and the Sothern-Marlowe 
productions last Fall. 
ing at factors which can be traced to 
mere carelessnes or inexpertness in the 
handling of new materials. There 
would really be no need of keeping an 
eye on the lighting of ‘plays were it 
not often inyolved in a larger tendency 
characteristic of our modern produc- 
ers to reduce the actors to mere 
vaguely descried puppets in an im- 
pressionistic group, 
kin to the Urban stagecraft which 
in seasons past has often seemed to 
Tegard the actor as a nuisance in a 
play, much as Gilbert barked at music 
as the curse of an opera. It is kin— 
distant but recognizable kin—to the 
Gordon Craig reduction of the actor 
to the level of a marionette. Against 
this degrading heresy we bitterly 
rebel. It is a denial of an elémental 
force in the drama, something that 
was in drama before there was a 
theatre, something in drama that 
brought theatres into existence.. This 
heresy was @ natural reaction against 
the pompous and protruding actor of 
the palmy days. It has the weakness 
of the fine upstanding man who falls 
over backward, Against it we shall 
be carried screaming to our grave. 

Well; the lights are up now in 
** Night Lodging,’’ and that’s that. 
The sequence of scenes has been sped, 
the production economized and the 
direction made coherent and emphatic. 
There emerges clearly now the intent 
of the play. In the sorriest circum- 
stances, in a scrap-heap that has 
caught the tattered wastage of Ro- 
manoff Russia, in a foul cellar full of 
brawling, thieving slatterns, ex-con- 
victs, broken-down actors, corrupt of- 
ficials, dying wives, and decayed gen- 
tlemen, in a lodging that is sheltering 
a world of hate and envy and sickness 
and lust, Gorki has revealed the glory 
of life, the unassailable sovereignty of 
the human being, the triumph of the 
spirit of man.

VERY play must be written for 

the ‘becausé it doesn’t live 

till it is acted before an audience. 

There is really no such thing as 

* closet’? drama. The printed 

page, however, is sometimes an alterna- 
tive: it 16.never a substitute for produc- 
tion. It is frequently the only alterna- 
tive the dramatist may have for a hear- 
ing, because the subject or treatment of 
his play may have but little chance for 
commercial success. And drama in this 
country is controlled by the ground rent 
of the theatres. The day of the $7,000 
@ week success is gone: it’s got to draw 
over .five figures or die. There isn’t 
@ manager who doesn’t turn down a 
play every day because ‘‘there’s no 
money in it.” Since it is their money 
they are risking, why blame them? 

But the question now arises: “Do such 
plays get produced? 

Yes,, they do, and most established 
playwrights have their pet failures, 
which they value more than their big 

perhaps because the failures 
have more nearly approximated their 
inner vision of life. I revall three plays 
of such a nature—and the authors have 
cynically made fortunes out of bedroom 
farces and hectic melodramas they 
secretly sneer at. The other day. over 
our coffee our. most prolific playwright 
confessed that he knew people never 
acted the way he. made them in plays, 
“ but my sense of the theatre just won't 
let them do what I want. I do what I 
know the audiences want.'’ One of 
Henry Arthur Jones’s best plays has 
never been produced in this country, and 
when he gave me a copy he added, 
“they say it wouldn’t make a cent.” 
It had been a labor of love with him. 

By this I don’t mean to decry popu- 
lar success; indeed not; I wouldn't dare 
—I’vye had a few myself. But the prob- 
lem of art and dollars is a trite and 
eternal one. Often art and dollars do 
get together. The point is that every 
author frequently has to decide which 
he will go after and one often precludes 
the other. The best of any artist is his 
own vision, and often that may be an 
uncommercial one.in-the theatre. Yet 
I haven’t a bit of sympathy with him 
if, knowing what conditions are, he de- 
liberately chooses to do what moves him 
irrespective of rewards and then la- 
ments his fate. His own integrity is its 
own reward. The output may be very 
unimportant to anybody but himself. 
And it may also be easier for him than 
putting over a long run—for almost 
every successful play fills a need on the 
part of the public, and the public has @ 
right to get what it wants. By publi- 
cation, however, the author may grati- 
fy himself and not cost the manager @ 





“penny. 


Of course the books are at best only 
a record of the author’s intentions—a 
pale verbal skeleton awaiting the 
actor’s flesh and blood. Yet from an 
imaginative reader they win a response, 





and we writers are all egoists at heart: 
we do want a little response. I've writ- 
ten six volumes between productions 
because I like to do them—and, strange- 
ly enough, they sell, ‘ 

Some managers have a foolish super- 
stition that publication kills all chances 
of production, This is not so. On the 
contrary, it often Jeads to production. 
All of Bernard Shaw’s early plays ar- 
rived on the American stage that way. 
G, B. 8. also paid for the plates of his 
“ Plays Pleasant and Unpleasant.’’ In 
them Richard Mansfield found ‘‘ Arms 
and the Man.” Winchell Smith and Ar- 
nold Daly produced ‘‘ " which, 
had been accessible for years, Jesse 
Lynch Williams's brilliant satire, ‘‘ Why 
Marry?" was in print three years be- 
fore production and rejected by every- 
body.\- We all know how Richard Ben- 
nett happened on ‘‘ Damaged Goods ’'— 
and people called him crazy because it 
was a literary play. St. John Hrvine’s 
“John Ferguson’ and “ Jane Clegg "' 
were on the book shelves till a member 
of the Theatre Guild happened on them. 
And nearly all foreign plays are obtain- 
able in print before thay are produced 
here. Abroad every dramatist pub- 
lishes, generally simultaneously with 
production, because he is taken seriously 
as a literary figure. Here the general 
public doesn’t know who writes « play. 
There's hardly a single author who 
draws more than an opening on his 
name. 

I have found that plays are most 
widely read in those sections of the 
country removed from. producing cen- 
tres. Since people can’t see many plays 
they are more interested in drama than 
in the theatre. I remember one night, 
when I was dining with David Belasco 
between. rehearsals, Nat Goodwin came 
up and said, ‘‘ Dave, I wish you’d give 
me a part some time. You know I’m not 
much in New York, but I'm h-—— in 
Kankakee.’’ This applies to many pub- 
lished dramatists. Any one who has leo- 
tured about the country knows that in 
many small towns there are groups who 
can beat you to it on contemporary 
dramatists—because they haveread them. 
The names and works of all foreign 
dramatists, for example, who are seldom 
produced -here are better known than 
those of us who have had successful 
plays on Broatiway. There is certainly 
a larger public reading Ibsen than seeing 
him; and, incidentally, Ibsen often in- 
sisted on his plays being published 
before they were produced. And, after 
all, if there be such a thing for an 
author as posterity, how else is he going 
to reach it except through the printed 
page? We get few chances to study all 
of Molitre and Shakespeare from pre- 
ductions. .The Uterary and human 
values of a play keep it alive after its 
active acting life has passed. Many of 
the great successes do not read well, but 
all lasting plays suggest a reflection of 
life. Somehow I feel that if publication 
were encouraged it might tend to keep 
the tone high and contribute a little tn 
preserving the traditions of an art 
which throughout time has wooed the 
fancy of spirits who tried to translate 
the. majesty and mystery of human

At present there are sent to Romé 
at the expense of the Academy and 
rmhéintained: theré for a term of three 
yéars, an architect, a mufal painter, a 
sculptor and a landscape architect.

These fellowships Gorrespohd as néar-

ine for them. The Government also 
provides a- hearing for operatic compo- 
sitions in one of thé State subventioned 
theatres after the priseman’s retufh.

It is said that Rome 
is hot & notably musical city; that Italy 
ds ‘not. the most musical nation at pres- 
ent,. in the highest sense of the word 
musical; -that the greatest composérs, 
the most potent musical influencés,. are 
now. elsewhere; that some of the best 
Frénch musiciahs hayé not béen Roman 
prigenien. Somé Have said that young 
American composers sent abroad for 
thélr riperiing come back dissatisfied 
with America, out of touch with 
her artistic movément. Henry F.* Gil- 
bert In ah article in Thé New Music 
Review speaks of the “old German tra- 
dition for aspiring Americans; now 
broken. up the waf=going to Ger-. 
many to complete studies, returning full 
of ¢gounterpaint, beer and watéry semi- 
German compositions.’’ 

“The Roman Prize involves something 
vety different. It is not an opportunity 
to “ complete studies,’’ except in so far 
ab-a composer’s whole progress through 
lifé involves Study. Nor is the spécific- 
aily musical influence of his surround- 
ings the factor that is counted on t6 do 
m@st for the aspirihg young man. It is 
@ gift of leisure, of tranquillity. It is 
a gift of beautiful surfoundings, of com- 
pahionship and the environment created 
by the society of comfades with similar 
aspirations. It involves rémoval from 
& more or less ‘‘ sporadie’’ life in a 
community. chiefly commercial, with the 
immediate physical arid mental burden 
of -self-support, gs is pointed out by 
Professor Walter R. Spalding in.a con- 
tribution to the American Academy's 
book about its twenty-fifth anniversary.

But Débussy, MasSenet, Charpentier, 
Bizet, Ambroise Thomas, wére prizé- 
men, Dukas, Ravel, Lalo, won the “’ sec- 
ond Roman Prize.”” Berlioz won thé 
first after Winning the second, and 
hevér knew what to do With it or how to 
make use of it; he tmpudently went back 
to Paris and married and. narrowly 
escaped having the stipend taken from 
him for disobeying the regulations as to 
living in Romie and traveling. If he waa 
unhappy and discontented in Rome, hé 
Was unhappy and discontented every- 
whére -élée. Bizet enjoyed Rome, and 
his published letters home’ give. the ims 
pression of a young’ man very much 
alive and not overburdened with the 
highest ‘artistic idéals or artistic scrué 
ples, and working industriously.

‘& Maximum commitment term of three 
years; the second is the workhouse, 
with a ‘maximum commitment of two 
years, ahd the third.is the penitentiary, 
with a maxinrum commitment of three 
years.

Hoover’s Chances. 


Herbert Hoover, in the view of political 
judges at Washington, has but one 
ehance. to capture the Republican nomi- 
nation, and that would be in some wave 
of excitement after the convention be- 
came deadlocked. Both’ the Johnson 
men and the conservatives will be 
primed against any such waves. 

Disinterested judgment is that Hoover 
has not much chance of beating Johnson 
in California, although that State is rec- 
ognized as one in whichthere has been 
strong support of the League of Na- 
tions. Especialiy is this so in the south- 
ern part.of ihe State; and Johnson has 
made some good enemies in California. 
But it is recaljed that Johnson carried 
the State by 366,000, that he has the or- 
ganization and the prestige of his big 
victory in Michigan, and that with votes 
behind him from -other States Cali- 
fornians will see in him their opportunity 
to put a Californian in the Presidency. 

At the same time, if a great popular 
wave in favor of Hoover showed up in 
the country just preceeding the conyen- 
tion, there would be the chance of stam- 
peding ‘it for him. ‘Neither the Johnson 
men nor the conservatives think any- 
thing will happen, and the Johnson sup- 
porters are confident of carrying Cali- 
fornia. Opposition to the Hoover can- 
didacy among Republican leaders of’ all 
kinds is surprising. They cannot get 
over the fact that Hoover indorsed Wil- 
son's appeal for a Democratic ‘Congress. 

Democrats, are one.in the opinion that 
Hoover by hi# recent: ‘announcement that 
he would accept the ‘Republican nomi<- 
nation has absolutely eliminated”* him- 
self from: Democratic. considgration.

His way, since he came ,to power in 
Guatemala in 1898, has been soaked in 
blood; the prisons have been packed 
with his political. opponents; mysterious 
stories have been constantly told of how 
influential foes of his have disappeared 
forever, leaving no trace of what befell 
them. 
For Cabrera sake no chances. Even 


them -wrote in the course of a favorable 
estimate of the Guatemalan dictator: 

** Doubtless he has overplayed the 
* Off with his head!’ game.” ‘If that is 
what an admirer puts it, think. of what 
his enemies have to say! 

Cabrera is the last of the breed of 
genuine Latin American ‘dictators. He 
is an anachronism. He has projected 
himself’ into an era in which * Pres- 
idents *’ staying in power from decade 
to decade are distinctly ufffashionable; 
in which there is altogether too much 
interest among Latin Americans in élec- 
tions and votes and other strange 
things prevalent in North America. 


A World’s Record. 

Yet, in the very midst of this era, 
Manuel Estrada Cabrera maintained 
himself, snapping his fingers at all at-’ 
tempts to oust him. He holds the 
world’s. record for escaping assassina- 
tion. ' 

Only two long-distance autocrats of 
Latin America have ruled..more than 
Cabrera’s total of twenty-two years— 
Porfirio Diaz of Mexico and Dr. Francia, 
the famous ruler of Paraguay. The oth- 
er most famous dictators of Central and 
South America, despite the long terms 
of office, have not succeeded in equal- 
ing Cabrera’s total of years as ‘‘ Pres- 
ident’’ of his native land, ‘‘ elected ’”’ 
by the “‘ votes”’ of his fellow-country- 
men. 

Manuel Retrada Cabrera was born 
Nov. 21, 1857, at the City of Quezalte- 
mango, in the interior of Guatemala, He 
studied law at the national capital and 
Was.appointed Governor of the Depart- 
ment of Retalhuleu and, in 1884, Chief 
Justice of his native city of Quezalte- 
mango. But these posts were not big 
enough for his ambitions. He managed 
to get himself appointed ‘‘ Segundo 
Designado,’’ or Second Vice President, 
of the republic. And ‘then, when President 
Barrios—quite a little long-distance ruler 
himself—was assassinated in 1898, °Ca- 
brera saw his chance. As Second Vice 
President, he was not’ the “man who 


there was a First Vice President in the 
way. But that trifle didfi't: bother him. 
He is said to have walked into a meet- 
ing of the big menmof the Barrios Gov- 
ernment, laid a revolver down on the 
table before them, and remarked: 

*“* Gentlemen, I am President of Guate- 
mala!’’ \ 
Both Right and President. 

He was right. And he has been -Pres- 
ident of Guatemala ever since. The 
term ‘' President," as has been hinted, 
is putting it far too mildly. A Czar in 
the palmiest days of Czarism, a Roman 
Emperor at the height .of _Imperial 
Rome’s power, a bloodthirsty despot of 


Hstrada Cabrera, firmly seated on his 
Central American throne in this year of 
grace 1920, cheerfully acting in a ‘way 
that would have made a tyrint of an- 
tiquity blush for fear that he was over- 
doing things. ‘ 

His rule was absolute. His capacity 
for attending to details, for keeping an 
eye on everything that will insure his 
remaining sole arbiter of Guatemalan 
destinies, was simply marvelous. The 
members of the Guatemalan Assembly, 


legisiative body, modeled on. the parlia- 
ments of really. democratic lands, are 
simply his creatures—or so his enemies 
say. His Cabinet Ministers are slaves. 
Everywhere Cabrera has spies. Nobody, 
native or foreign, enters: or leaves 
Guatemala without having his every 
miove reported,to the despot. So terrible 
is this system of espionage, so acute 
the suspicion aroused by the ‘dictator's 


néss when once he has decided to swoop 
down: on somebody, that his name is 
never mentioned in Guatemala except 
in} whispers. Every man suspects his 
neighbor. 
Cabrera has amassed an enormous | 
fortune, it is said, largely by confisca- 
tion of plantations and other properties 
in Guatemala. His principal foes are 
among the land-owning class, many of 
whom he has driven from their coun- 
try in order to confiscate their holdings. 
It is no sinecure to be rich in Guate- 
maia. A Gyatemalan called Herrera, 
reputed to be the next richest man in 
the land after the dictator, has been 
jailed over ahd. over again in order that 
_ he might be persuaded to give a “‘ vol- 
or ge con of ** toward -running 
Government. Cabrera, it is said, 
becoming bored finally at this constant 
round of arresting Herrera, remarked 
that the only way of getting all Her- 
rera’s money away from him was to kill 
him. However, he was afraid that for-

Another attempt on the dictator’s life 
that almost succeeded. was made when 
he had. just entered ‘the. presidential 
palace .for the formal reception of the 
Americah Minister to Guatemala, Mr. 
Heimke; in 1908. In this. plot, too, the 
cadets of the military school were the 
chief actors. _ Seyeral of. them) rushed 
at Cabrera, but once more his luck was 
with him.- He escaped with a bayonet 
wound in his left hand. Eight cadets 
were. executed’ for complicity in this 
plot.-

There seems small room for doubt that 
Cabrera’s régime is ruthless and his 
methods utterly despotic, but his .de- 
fenders insist that, on the whole, his 
long reign has brought more good than 
evil to “Guatemala. He has improved 
the country’s finances, they say, carried 
out many important public works, re- 
formed and liberalized the laws, fostered 
agriculture, introduced modern ‘systems 
of sanitation, Above ail, they declare, 
he has shown himself such a zealous be- 
liever in education that he has installed 
in Gautemala a really up-to-date school 
system baséd on American models. <Ac»- 
cording to a report from Mr. Winslow, 
American Consul General at Guatemala 
City, made some years ago, there were 
few villages in Guatemala which -had no 
schools, and, in Guatemala City, with a 
population of about 100,000, there were 
three colleges, eight institutes and 
twenty-five public schools.

But what wil) history say? 

Men who have reached and passed the 
perigee age of three score years, if 

y- have 1¢€ and afe still ng a} 
reasonably. normal and active business 
and professional life, acquire the habit 
not only of lookirig backward over the 
considerable :tra¢t of titne which their 
lives have covered, but of looking for- 
ward—say for another score of years 
and, after applying their practical ex- 
périénce, be it small of considerable, to 
thé judgment of evénts*which are pass- 
ing in review before them; try to project 
their minds {nto the future and to in- 
quire d@ispassionately what will be the 
judgment of twenty yéars hence, bechuse 
experience has taught them that the 
judgment of the world, recorded in hia- 
tory ‘‘ twenty years here,” has an ex- 
asperating Way of reversing the jJudg- 
ments inspired by the fashions, hysterias 
and the manias of the passing moment. 

The reason for this is not far to seek: 
History, in the first place, is much more 
concerned with the record of. results 
than with the record of the instruments 
which have been selected fo bring the 
results about. Because this is\true, his- 
tory is rather disquietingly disposed to 
measure men Who have iplayed promi- 
nent parts in shaping great events rather. 
from the standpoint of the event itsei 
than from the standpoint of the personal 
characteristics of the man. An istory 
is a ‘* wise. guy’’ on. the. subject 
manias and fashions and hysterias an 
is minguecty uninfluen and wnaston- 
ished ‘by them. .- 

Twenty Years After.

outline by the Revolutionary War, the 
succéssful conduct and <conclusion of 
which are Associated with Washington; 
the civil war, which énded with the 
eaving ofthe Union and the abolition 
of slavery under the guidance of Lin- 
coln, and the curbing of special privi- 


Jege and the cutting of the tie between’ 


rotten politics and rotten corporate mis- 
behavior, for which Roosevelt will al- 
ways be justly given the credit, 

The’ corporation ‘lawyer, whose pro- 
fessional duties necessarily made him an 
intimate of Wall Street and of the great 
railway, banking and other corporate in- 
tetests there centied, likes to. forget, if 
he cah-sd recent is this particular 
‘event that he united in expressing 
an enraged public belief, emanating 
trom Wall-Street, and quickly poisoning 
the public opinion of the whole nation, 
that Roosevelt had paresis! In other 
Words, the fashion and hyeteria of the 
period which covered Roosevelt's second 
term led; wise and patriotic men to be- 
lieve sincerely and declare openly that 
Rooseveilt’s radical and, as it turned 
out, fils successful’ efforts to arrest the 
grossness of legislative and corporate 
corruption—the corporate control of leg- 
islative bodies, the corporate subscrip- 
tion to corruptly used election funds, the

public franchises, the grant to great cor- 
porations of railway rebates, &e.—were 
marks of approaching insanity, of which 
his intense. egotism and arbitrary reli- 
ance on his personal judgment were well 
recognised’ symptoms.
